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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has found the applicant's arguments 
to be non-persuasive and the examiner maintains the grounds of rejection. 

It is argued by the applicant that de Jong does not disclose that a user stores content or reference to the content. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. De Jong discloses that during initialization, the content producer (i.e. user) provides digital content to a content 
repository, and that the content producer provides a description of the content to a content provisioner (0175, lines 1-8). 

It is also argued by the applicant that de Jong does not disclose a personal locker that contains references to files of a first user that are 
displayable only to that first user. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated above, de Jong discloses that the content producer (i.e. 
first user) provides a description of digital content to a content provisioner (0175, lines 4-8). De Jong also discloses that a contents rights 
database in a content provisioner stores an association between users and a description of the digital content that the users are authorized 
to access (0169, lines 6-9). Therefore, the database may allow a single user access or multiple users access.
